Soap. 


The first distinct mention of soap 


now extant is by Pliny, who speaks, of 
it as an invention of tho Gauls, but be 
that as it may the use of soap for wash- 
ing purposes is of great antiquity. In 
the ruins of Pompeii a complete soap 
manufactory was found, and the uten- 
sils and some soap wero in a tolerable 


of preservation. The Gallic soap 
centuries ago was prepared from 


fat and' wood, ashes, particularly the 
ashes from beech wood, which wood was 
very common in France as well as in 
England. Soap is spoken of by writers 
in tho second century, but the Sara- 
cens were tlio first people to bring it 
into general use us an external cleansing 
medium. The use of soap is thus de- 
scribed: "When examined chemically, 
tho skin is found to bo composed of a 
substance analogous to dried white of 
egg—in a word, albumen. Now, albu- 
men is soluble in the alkalies, and 
when soap is used for washing tho skin 
tho excess of alkali combines with tho 
oily fluid -vith which tho skin is natu- 
rally bedewed, removes it in tho form 
of an emulsion, and with it a portion 
of the dirt. Another portion of the al- 
kali softens and dissolves the superficial 
stratum of the skin, and whop this is 
rubbed off the rest of tho Tsrt disap- 
pears. So that every washing of tlio 
skin with soap removes tho old face of 
tho skin aud leaves a new one, and 
wero the process repeated to excess the
